Market. 


Kditor CniOAQO Fiblo;— Since my Ii»t on “Tbe Scarcity of 
Kl«b," In tbe Cnioaoo Field, of the 28nd alt., I find I orer- 
Inoked some of the canwe which produced It One great caoae 
„f the scarcity of whUeSsh Is, beoiuse the sturgeon suck up the 
spawn from the breeding gronnds, and this Is one thing the 
|Kiund nets set ont from tbe shore are good for. They catch all 
of the sturgeon. A few years sgo smoked sturgeon were worth 
four cents a pound In our market, now they are worth fifteen 
cents, made scarce by the diminished supply and the Increased 
demand from the Increase of population. Happily the other 
varieties of the ntcUm fish do not Inhabit tbe great lakes to any 
considerable extent. In drawing nets to procure herring for 
baiting the hooks for catching Macinaw trout (white fish, like 
thad, do not bite at the book) at Marquette, Mich. Thousands 
of smsll whitcfisb and herring get Injured In escaping through 
the meshes and float upon the water, becoming tbe prey of an In¬ 
numerable quantity of gulls that come as regularly tor breakfast, 
fiiriy miles distant from the Islands on which they nest, as If they 
had been summoued by a tin horn, or a gong. Likewise the 
different varieties of loons come on tbe same errand, at tbe 
same hour. I helped take out of a gill net, six of the latter, 
“ Great American Divers,” caught In one hundred feet of water, 
as I bey were preambulating along tbe bottom. All of the whlteflsh 
taken at Marquette a few years ago, wont to Detroit on contract 
to be distributed fresh to various markets. Mr. A. Booth, one of 
our oldest fish dealers. Informed me, before the war that he sent 
fresh whlteflsh, and trout, packed In Ice, as far south as Holly 
Springs, Mils., so that the protection of these two kinds of fresh 
water flab, meet those of the salt water, half way, and make the 
preservation, protection, and propagation of both, of yatUmnl 
Importance, as they are In some measure beyond state jurisdic¬ 
tion. I saw lately that tbe Dominion authorities of Canada 
complain that tbe Americans set nets for In shore 
mackerel, with meshes so small that they catch all the young 
oues. This ought to be regulated by a reciprocity arrangement 
between the two governments by requiring the meshes to be msde 
larger. Both countries are equally Interested In this matter, as 
well as other nations. Although the meshes In ancient times 
were made so small as to catch two tnuUl fishes to feed a multi¬ 
tude, on a certain occasion In conjunction with bread. It does not 
follow that tbe necessity of such economy exists In a far-off land 
at the present day, any more than It Is to find a second Moses, 
similar to tbe one that was found on tbe shores of Galilee by 
Itinerant flshennen while drying their nets, and who, according 
to recent accounts made so many ” mistakes.” Maine and Mas¬ 
sachusetts haves law that lobsters under ten and one half Inches 
In length shall not be taken, or, If taken, thrown back into the 
sea, and tbe possession of such Is made a punishable offence Now 
go to any of our fish stands here, and you will not find a lobster 
beyond that length. Why! Because they are shipped Watclandtt- 
IlHtlif, showing the necessity of a reciprocity with those states, as 
we get all of our cannsd lobsters from them, and these are too 
small to can. So It Is with brook trout Indiana and Illinois 
possess no trout streams and no Inland lakes, which Is also true 
of some of tbe Southern States, while, beginning with the south 
line of Wisconsin, and extending westward to tbe Pacific ocean, 
and northward to Brilisb Columbia, they are almost iunumerable 
—Minnesota, It Is said, having more than four thousand (New 
York has six hundred public lakes). Detroit river is a cele¬ 
brated place for catching whitefish. Some seasons 
ago the “ Canucks" on their aide of the river could 
nut catch any fish, while on the American side 
they were plentiful and they could not account for It, until 
they found ont that the ” Yanks” had Mngltd them over thusly: 
They would take a wide shingle, bore a hole through It at one 
end, run a long string through It, and with a stone anchor It 
The current would “wabble” Hand keep It “scooting” about In 
all directions, and tbe fish would seek protection on Uncle Sam’s 
side of tbe drink. They did not find It ont till near the end of 
the season, but when parllameut assembled In the Winter it passed 
t stringent law against such unnelghborly conduct The persons 
who supply mfnnuist for bait at the mouth of the Calumet river, 
have two kinds. Tbe minnow proper and tbe young Molmon with 
which theriver was stocked aeveral years since—the latter selling 
at doable (tbe price of tbe former). I called attention through 
the Journal to this last Summer, and I think. In the Cnicaoo 
Kield These are toint of the causes thst occasions the “ scarcity 
of fish.” The remedy lies with those that consume them. Tbe 
“pale face” supplants “the red man;” the ox, tbe bison; tbe 
sheep, tbe deer and antelope; the tamt, tbe wild turkey, prairie 
hen, gooee and duck, while the pinnated grouse or partridge mul¬ 
tiply exceedingly with civilization, owing to the undergrowth 
springtag up where tbe prairie fires formerly swept It away, while 
the quail/ottoMs clvlllzatiou (there were no quails In this section 
of the country forty years ago). Tbe “ bears,” with four legs are 
now supplied with those of two (from the Board of Trade), and 
the wolves by the tame “tigers” of various localities. How then 
Is tbe scarcity of fish to be remedied) lu my next I will take a 
glance at tbe fishes of the “ Pacific Slope ” 

1 went through the fish markets yesterday and found the fol¬ 
lowing varieties and prices, also the game market; both are now 
plentifully supplied. It might be well to let your readers know

Jelly-FIshea, or Mednga. 


Submarine life In the blue waters of tbe Mediterranean Sea 
has an Interest peculiarly Its own. Many of the genera and 
species there existing are found elsewhere more fully developed, 
but nowhere else do they form a uniting link between the Inter¬ 
ests of tbe naturalist and those of tbe traveler, tbe scholar and 
the poet. Twenty-five hundred years ago tbe great sea was tbe 
grand btohway of travel for the civilized world. To the Greek 
poets—Homer and Hesiod, Aeschylus aud Pindar—It was emphat¬ 
ically “ Ttu sea.” > 

At that time science had made few researches Into Its living 
wonders, but poetry and religion had peopled itselear depths with 
a marvelous race of beluga. Gods and goddesses, nymphs, 
ncrelds and sirens, were tbe most familiar denizens of tbe 
mighty deep, and lived In hlstorv aud song, while fishes, of which 
doubtless many varieties were known, were of small Interest, ex¬ 
cept for practical use as food. Now, however, tbe descendants 
of these very fishes, with testacea, Crustacea and mollusks, crowd 
the waters with swarming life, and their peculiarities of structure 
and habits are the theme of frequent study and research, while 
their predecessors have faded away Into tbe misty regions of myth 
and fable. Yet so Inextricably is their memory interwoven with 
their old abodes that they have left behind them their uames, 
borne. In many instances, by their successors, and always sug¬ 
gestive of the legends In which they bore tbeir parts. 

Tbe scalcepba, lying on our beaches after storms, or floating 
about by thousands In our Summer waters. Is to us only a jelly¬ 
fish. True, It la a carious study, with Its disk shaped body, so 
largely made up of water that, on drying. It Is reduced to a mere 
film of membrane; with Its central mouth and its stomach, 
which seems to do all the work of a heart; with Its beautiful 
colors and Its numerous aud exquisitely delicate tentacles. After 
these have become familiar, however. Its attraction Is gone. It 
Is food for fish but not fur fancy. Call It the Medusa, however, 
and follow It Into all Its various haunts along the Mediterranean 
sliores, and the case Is at once altered. The “ long, vibrating 
tentacles ” of the naturalist stretch themselves out into the hun¬ 
dred vipers which, tradition tells, encircled tbe head of Medusa, 
the princess aud chief of tbe Gorgons. These Gorgons, so the 
story runs, were creatures with tbe faces of women, but covered 
with scales, and having tails of serpents. They had but one eye 
and one tooth, which were common to them alt, and used by the 
one most needing them. They bad, too, a strange and awful 
kind of beauty, which turned every luckless mortal who gazed 
upon them Into stone. 

Then, when Medusa Is named, Perseus, her conqueror, cannot 
be forgotten. A gay young hereof romance—a son of tbe mighty 
•luplter—he was beloved and favored by the Gods. Mercury gave 
him a sharp sword and winged feet; Pluto a helmet of darkness; 
and the great Minerva her own brazen shield, in whose wonderful 
brightness all objects shone, reflected as In a mirror. Armed with 
these gifts, and eager to gain for himself high name and fame, 
Perseus set forth on an expedition against the Gorgons. In tbe 
brazen mirror be saw reflected tbe bead of Medusa and, escaping 
thus its fearful spell, be cut It off and fastened it to the shield 
where It still retained Its old petrifying power. It was, by the 
way, this same “ snaky-headed Gorgou shield which wise Minerva 
wore,” of which Milton writes in his “ C'omus.” 

Entering the Mediterranean through the Straits of Gibraltar, 
as the English voyager would naturally do, this legend Is one of 
the first to suggest Itself. To tbe right, ou the northwestern 
coast of Africa, extend the plains of ancient Mauretania, the Mo¬ 
rocco or “ further-west” of the present day. Out of these fertile 
fields rises tbe stately Mount Atlas, which Virgil describes: 

“Atlas, 

Whose brawny back supports the stairy skies ;— 

.ttlaa. wh(«e head witb piny fo. sets crowned. 

Is hasten by the winds, with foggy vapors bound. 

Snows bide bis shoulders —from beneath his chin 
The founts of rolling streams their race begin.“ 

It Is evident that the poet sings not merely of a mighty mound 
of earth. A glimpse of Its lofty, snow-crowned summit, brings 
to bis memory the Grecian myth. He tells of the Atlas who, in 
days of old, was a proud and powerful king. Chief among his 
treasures were gardens having golden trees bearing golden fruit 
half bidden by golden leaves. Perseus, bearing tbe magic shield, 
entered bis domains and, announcing himself as the eon of Jupi¬ 
ter and the conqueror of Medusa, demands recognition at court. 
More modesty might have gained him a warmer welcome. Atlas, 
It happened, bad been forewarned that by a son of Jupiter his 
precious golden fruit would be stolen away. Kememberlng this 
warning be harshly refused Perseus any of tbe rites of hospitality. 
Tbe hero was naturally Indignant at this treatment, and gave it 
swift and fearful punishment. He raised the awful shield, and 
one glance at the snake-encircled bead of Medusa changed the 
haughty monarch Into a rugged mountain, doomed forever to 
bear upon Its summit the heavens and all the stars. 

Bach brook ones wont to prattle tolu banks. 

Ley all Instilled and wedged betwixt Its banks. 

Nor moved the withered reeds. 

Tbe anrges, balled by ibe fierce nonheasl, 

Toeelng with fretfni sple n their angry heads, 

K'en in tbe foam of all their madness struck 
To monumental ice. Sneh execntlon - 
So stern, to sudden—wrought tbe grisly aspect 
Of terrliilt Uednsa. 

And, fixed In that fierce attitude, be stands 
Like Rage In marble. 

Leaving the unhappy monarch to bis melancholy fate, memory 
busies Itself with yet one more link in tbe chain of old romance, 
which twines Itself about the new Medusa of tbe Mediterranean. 
Peraeua pursued bit journey, and like the Knights of the Round 
Table, rescued many forlorn damsels from distress,—last and 
most hapless of them all, tbe fair Andromeda. Her mother, the 
“ starred Ethlop queen,” had dared to affirm that her beauty was 
more dazzling than that of the sea nymphs. Upon this Insult 
they seized tbe unofleudlng Andromeda and bound her to a rock 
to devoured by a huge and voracloas sea monster. Perseus 
saw and loved her; for her sake slew tbe monster, and was about 
joyfully to wed bis rescued bride. Suddenly, however, Pblneus 
came upon the scene and declareil that Andromeda bad been 
betrothed to him. He was asked, with some acuteness, why be 
bad not appeared to claim her when she lay bound, a prey to a 
hideous foe. His answer was to hurl bis dart at Perseus. It 
missed lU aim. Tfaen be and his comradss rushed Into a deadly 
fray. They beset Perseus and would have slain him when, on a 
sudden, he raised once more tbe mighty shield. Tbe silence of 
death fell around him. Uls foes were motionless monuments 
of stone, fresh victims of the terrible Medusa bead, and Andro¬ 
meda was aafsiy bis own. 

These fragments of tbe Greek mythology connect themselves 
with only one species of aquatic life. There are many such 
apeclaa in the Mediterranean and many soch quaint old 
myths, dear to tbe heart of the poet. In tbe light of these tacU 
It la that tbe peculiar lutereal, slraady spoken of, still exists—an 
Interest unsclentlflc, perhaps, but alive to memm-y and Imagina¬ 
tion.

A Living Plih Line. 

In tbe ocean, down among tbe sea weed stems and pointed 
rocks, we perceive a long, black, tangled string, like a giant’s 
leather boot-lace set to soak. Let us trace It in its various folds 
and twists, and disentangle some of It; we shall then have In 
hand a tough, slippery, Indlarabber-llke (substance, which might 
well be pronounced a sea-string, and classed with the long trail¬ 
ing weeds among which we have found it. It Is a sea-string, but 
not a weed; In fact, a living lasso, capable of consuming the 
prey It encloses within Its treacherous folds. From twenty feet 
to thirty feet Is no uncommon length for this artful animated 
fishing-line to reach, but Its diameter rarely exceeds an eighth 
of an Inch. It has a mouth, however, capable of considerable 
distention and bolding power. Nothing can upjiear mure Inno¬ 
cent than this delicate-looking creeper, trailing here and there, 
as the water wells and flows with the incoming tide. Let an 
unwary tube dweller, lulled Into a false security, stretch forth Its 
tentacles to meet the welcome waves, and a pointed head Is 
adroitly Insinuated; the mouth effects a tenacious grasp on the 
yielding tissues, and the tenant of the tube becomes food for 
the “long sea worm ” (A^rnwrfea hurlossfl), for such Is tbe name 
of the cord-llke freebooter. This strange animal belongs to a 
group of worms closely allied to the entozoa (parasitic worms), 
having flat, soft, and often very contractile bodies, but their chief 
distinguishing characteristic being that they are entirely covered 
with cilia, by the movements of which they glide over any 
smooth surface. Tbe length of this extraordinary production of 
nature Is positively prodigious, and Its whole history has more 
the appearance of fable than of sober truth. Charles Kingsley 
took more than ordinary Interest in this creature. He inquires, 
“ Is It alive?” It bangs helpless and motionless, a mere velvet 
string, across the band. Ask the neighboring annelids, and tbe 
fry of the rock fishes; or put It In a vase at home and see. It 
lies motionless, trailing Itself among the gravel. You cannot 
tell where it b^ns or ends. It may he a strip of dead sea weed 
or even a tarred string. So thinks the little flsb, who plavs over 
and over It, till he touches at last what is too surely a head. In 
an instant a bell-shaped sucker mouth has fastened to Its side; In 
another Instant, from one lip, a concave double prolatscls, just 
like a tapir’s, has clasped him like a Huger. And now begins tbe 
straggle, but in vain. He Is being ' played ' with such a fishing- 
rod as the skill of a Wilson or a Studdart never could Invent; a 
living line, with elasticity beyond thst of the most delicate fiy- 
rod, which follows every lunge, shortening aud lengthening, 
slipping and twisting round every piece of gravel and stem of 
sea weed with a tiring drag, such as no Highland wrist or step 
could never bring to bear on salmon or trout. The victim is tired 
now, and slowly, yet dexterously, his blind assailant Is feeling and 
shifting along bis side till he reaches one end of him; and then 
the black Ups expand, and slowly and surely the curved finger 
begins packing him end foremost down Into tbe gullet, where he 
sinks inch by Inch, till the swelling which marks bis place Is lost 
among the colls, aud he is probably macerated into a pulp long 
before ho has reached tbe opposite extremity. Once safe down, 
the black murderer contracts again Into a knotted heap, and lies 
like a boa with a stag inside him, motionless and blest.—Nelan((/{('

prises and a £15 15 b. challenge cup, the doga approaching nearest 
the original type to win. We add, as giving additional Informa¬ 
tion, quotations from letters from Captain G. A. Graham. He 
writes: 

“ With regard to the Caledon breed of Irish wolfhounds, the 
present lord tells me that his father kept them, and that he can 
just remember them In his extreme youth. He very kindly made 
strict Inquiries when on his Irish Mtates last year, and from the 
older keepers and tenants he has gathered the following particu¬ 
lars, which he flilcd In on a form containing a series of questions 
which I sent him. The Irish wolfhounds kept by the late Earl 
of Caledon were as tall as the largest deerhound now seen—If 
not teller—of a stouter make throughout, broader and more mas¬ 
sive; the esrs were similar to a deerhound’s; rough, but not long 
coated; fawn, grixxly, and dun In color, some old men have men¬ 
tioned a mixture of white. 

“ The late Earl of Derby had a similar breed, I am assured poa- 
lllvcly by a gentleman (a clergyman) who had one given him 
many years ago—over fifteen, probably twenty; but from Knows, 
ley direct 1 have not got any Information, though I wrote; prob¬ 
ably the old keepers who had charge of the menagerie have dis¬ 
appeared and knowledge of the dogs has died out. A clergyman 
to whom one of my dogs was given some nine or ten years ago 
told me that the present Lord Derby had seen this dog and con¬ 
sidered him a liner dog than any be had formerly had. I under- 
1 stand he grew to be very high -thirty-two Inches—and massive 
In proportion; his sire was only thirty and a half Inches, but his 
• grsiidslre was thirty-two, or considered to he so.

> We have had some questions put to us within the last acek 
) that, trivial as they may appear to the experienced breeder, arc 
3 really not so to the amateur. We will try to answer them here 
e Spring, then. Is the very best season In which a bitch can 'J""’’*’ 
and owners of valuable dogs mav consider tbemaclves lucky 
f when their animals come In use about this time. As hitches go 
with whelp about alxty-two daya, the pupplea have all the line 
t Summer months In which to gather hone and muacle. 

I- Bltehea are seldom less than twelve days In season, and often 
>- as long as three weeks. One visit to the stud dog Is ususlly 

quite enough; but on her return she ought to be carefully ****-'‘^' 
for fully a fortnight. The beat time for the visit Is from the fifln 
to the tenth day of rut; nature la the beat judge in such mat 

The leasonnow being to the southerly parte of England at IcaAl, 
comparaUvely mild, will suggest thoughts of paying greater at 
‘® tenliou to the skin and coete of our favorites. On days whi n 
the sun deigns to shine, then washing should bo begun.

Any grocer will tell you, for eighteen pence 
Ftcb, boxes that will suit admirably for this purpoae. The ani¬ 
mals enjoy It, and It therefore doM them go<^. These benches 
should not be less than a foot and a half or two feet high. 

Doga will soon be able to get a mouthful of grass, and everyone 
knows the value of this antiscorbutic. But not only Is grsM a 
purifier of the blood, but the rougher kind excites the peristaltic 
action of the bowels, and Is thus a good mild laxative. Doga, 
too, are often troubled of a morning with a collection of frothy 
matter on the stomach, at times mixed with bile; If they are 
turned out first thing, and can get to a green bank, they Indulge 
In an emetic, and toon get rid of the offending matter. By 
this means, simple though It be, we feel convinced that Ulnesees 
are often prevented. Therefore give them the chance. 

Potatoes are at present dear, and likely soon to be more so, 
but we have turnips to fall back upon. The turnip Is less nutri¬ 
tious than the potato, it la true, but we could hardly have a better 
•uhstitute.—X. PxBiENon, fit Unt Stock JouthoI.

Kditok CHioaoo Field: —I am pleased to see this subject 
broached In the columns of your paper. It Is a matter which 
deserves very careful consideration. As the National American 
Kennel Club field trial rulea will soon be published. It Is desirable 
11 any Improvement can be made In the rulea which have gov¬ 
erned field trials in this country In previous years to do so. 

It appears to me there can be no queston that It requires 
much more time to teach a dog to quarter properly, than Is re¬ 
quired to teach it any other one thing; and with some dogs, I 
tbink I wonld say all else. It Is not only the Juighl of artutie 
breaktHg to teach a dog to quarter his ground with a mathematl- 
Ical regularity, but It Is also a very beautiful sight to witness; as 
well as being very useful. If a dog Is cast off, In a field to 
leeward, as they always should be, it enables him to work up, 
wind, which is a very great advantage, or to get the wind quar¬ 
tering ; and a good dog soon learns to turn his head up wind as 
much as possible. When he Is working from right to left, a 
dog that does not quarter properly, usually runs In atralght lines, 
or at hap haxard, with no system, sometimes going straight up 
wind then coming straight back down wind, with a very great 
liability of flushing some birds down wind, and leaving others 
nut found, as no dog can smell a bird but a very short distance 
down wind. 

It Is always a source of great satisfaction to me, when birds 
are scarce, to be sure, that, after having hunted a field, there are 
no birds left behind, and not feel that perhaps the exact spot 
that your dog’s nose did not cover Is the very one where the 
birds are left behind, which will always be the feeling when the 
ground Is not properly hunted. 

It la perfectly wonderful and very gratifying to see the Im¬ 
provement which has been made In the breaking of dogs since 
the Inangnratlon of field trials In this country. With true 
"Yankee’’ aptness, breakers have learned that their dogs must 
1)6 broken to win; but it Is certainly very (Uteourogbtg lo a brtalUr 
after he has spent many a weary day, yea weeks, and taught his 
dog to quarter perfectly to the wave of the hand, not to have It 
appreciated; but In my opinion this will not always be the case, 
Judges, as well as trainers will improve. We are all a little new 
at fields trials lo this country yet, and If an honest Judge sees 
that he has committed an error or oversight, be Is not likely to be 
caught with the same fanlt again. 

1 believe an exchange of views on this subject will be of advant¬ 
age to us all. 

It bas been Intimated that retrieving would be dropped from 
the rules this year. I hope that will not be done, except for 
foreign dogs. If any dogs should come over from England to 
run at our trials, as 1 understand they propose to do, I should 
say, drop retrieving with them only. For one, I would not care to 
shout over a dog that did not retrieve. 

I hope onr English friends will bring over some gennlne Eng¬ 
lish retrievers, and give us an opportunity to see them work In 
the field, and thereby give ns a chance to Judge whether or not 
they are practical for this country. 

I believe if “ eight ’’ Is allowed In the rule for quartering. It 
will not be too much. In other respects, I hope the rules which 
sere adopted by the Tenneasee tjtate Sportmen’s Association 
will be continued, as they were the best we have had yet. Our 
rules should be as uniform as possible, as no doubt many dogs 
which run at the national trials will also run at Nashville, snd 
the same rules as near as poasible ehonld govern both trials.

—Bloomsbuig, Penn.—Editor Chi¬ 
cago EMd ;—I notice lo yonr issue of the 16th, "Lssy Aleck ’’ 
giving his experience with the nse of aconite In distemper, as 
recommended by A. Lyman Bingham, and believing the tame to 
be of benefit to others, I will idso add mine. Prevlotts to the 
Issue of the Cbicaoo Field containing Mr. Bingham’s letter I 
had a young Irish pup, ten months old, down with the distemper, 
and a very bad case. I searched through my kennel hooks and 
back nnmbera of my sporting papers In vain for soma remedy to 
relieve her. Refusing food for a few days, she got so weak she 
could hardly stand, note and eyes clogged np, resplimtion short 
and very dl^nlt. Upon the arrival of the Chioaoo ^bld, In 
looking over the coinmns, I noticed Mr. B.’a letters, sod like a 
drowning man grasping for straws, I concluded to try hla remedy, 
allboogfa 1 had misgivings as to Its result, and was advised by the 
druggist to leave It alone, snd keep on with the remedy t was 
using. I commenced about 10 A. M., and gave, as per directions, 
a teaapoonful every half hour; at the expiration of an boor she 
breathed easier, and In two hours was breathing regularly. I 
then gave her the dose every hour. At 8 r. m. she drank a 
little milk and egg; at 0 P. m. she ate a good sapper; the next 
day was much better, snd continued to Improve right along. 
My next ease was a St. Bernard pup, but aa I took tba ease In 
time It was not long before the d l ees s e was hrok«k 
Next, we have the santonins curs for worms, andM sflecta aa 
given by different ooea. I have need santonine frequently for 
*u'«m, and with good resulla. My treatment for puppies, say 
three months old, has been twelve grains santonine and three 
grains of calomel mode Into three pfUa, to be given st Intervals 
of about eight hours, and followed by a dessert spoonful of 
■'sstor oil with six drops tnrpantine. I notlca a writer, lately, 
one of good reputo, dlteour^ng the use of a remedy whM 
kills the worms—hla rsaaon bslag, to quote hla own words; 

' To kill several bnndmd worms In the stomach by owe vtotant 
'lo*u of the mors aettvw ruedtaa la to Invite aura death, as In 
■noet eaaes the worms art In tba majortty, and tha pup looking 
la stiwngth to peas Jbam off.” My Mlaf la Jnat the opposite; 


what I wish to do It to kill the worms; then I consider my 
patient safe, aa when dead they In common with other matter In 
the stomach will digest and pass off In the natural manner.

Thme are plenty of such dog murderers as Major Downes, and It 
la time they were tengbt that dogs are property and cannot be 
murdered at their pleasure; 

*• £x-Gov. Huffman It engaged In s legal prosecution. In the 
success of which be will have many sympathizers. The story Is 
told as follows: Borne years ago a tramp Newfoundland dog came to 
the residence of Dr. Hoffman (the ex-Oovemor's father), at Bing 
Bing, and begged for supper. It was given to him and be was 
turned adrift Not well pleased with tha cold charities of the 
world, and liking the surroundings of the Hoffman home, the 
dog . made up bit mind to sUy, and after a lltUe while he was 
taken In and regarded as a member of the family. Heever after 
proved himself to be a most devoted animal, kind to the family, 
and a faithful protector and guardian of their property. Borne 
time since, aa be was strolling about the premises, some one wan¬ 
tonly shot him, and he had to be killed. Gov. Hoffman went up 
from New York to Investigate the outrage, and a little detective 
work soon satisfied him that the person who committed the 
shameful act was a teacher In the Mount Pleasant Military 
Academy which adjoins the family homestead. He asked the 
faculty to dismiss him, but they declined. The ex-Govemor then 
presented the matter to the grand Jury, and the dog-slayer (one 
Major Downes) has been Indicted. Gov. Hoffman expresses his 
determination of seeing Justice done to the dog; and, Inasmuch 
as he is one of the founders of the Bodety for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, doubtless Mr. Bergb will see that whatever 
Is right to be done shall be done. The case will probably be 
tried In May next at White Plains.”

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CO-OPERATIVE CAME LAWS. 

Tlie protection of etme l» and has lie«n a problem rcxatioua 
and dlfflfuH of aoluUon. As much, If not more than on any 
.>thcr 6UbJecl,ha« been written, and by luleUlfrent ..bservera, who 
have vlewetl It In lie dlllerent phal<e^ and yet the question U no 
nearer a practical settlement than before. 

But notwithstanding the Incompleteness of the subject and the 
long distance which yet separates us from a practical and 
cfflcicnl system by which the desired object can be accomplished, 
it were Idle to assert that no good has resulted from the agita¬ 
tion of the question and the discussion which has In consequence 
ensued; nor do we, like our coteroporary, the Furft and Ulmm, 
declare that the period for discussion has passed,aod that no beo- 
cBclal results can accrue from a further Interchange of views, oo 
more than we are ready to accept the system of uniformity In 
game laws presented by our colcmporary under the lltje of “ Co¬ 
operative game laws,” as a panacea for the difficulties which now 

Admitting that we have not arrived at any definite and practi¬ 
cal system of legislation by which 'he game of our country can be 
protected, yet It cannot be said that all that has been written 
lias fallen dead on the public ear, and that no good results have 
accrued. We have the very best ev dences of knowing to the 
contrary, for wc dally have proofs that an Interest has been 
created In the subject, that not only those who shoot but the 
public whose Interest *n game Is commercial and as an article of 
fiHid are being educated up to the Importance of saving the game 
from extermination, and that the farmers, who have regarded 
game birds as depredators and destroyers of their crops, now ap¬ 
preciate their Insectivorous habits. What has all this resulted 
from but from the discussion of the question. If, then, so much 
has been accomplished Is It not evidence presumptive that by a 
continuation of the discussion much good yet remains to be 
developed! 

We may as well look at the question In Its true condition, 
nivcsted of all Individual ideas, we can arrive at no other eon- 
I luslon than that no matter what system of game laws we may 
adopt, they will be violated, and In proportion just as the com¬ 
munity Intelligently understands the question. By the com¬ 
munity we Include all, sportsmen, those who shoot, and those 
who care for the game only as an article of food. The sports¬ 
men do not require to bo educated on the subject, but those who 
shoot merely because they want to see how many birds they can 
kill, that they may be able to brag about their skill In wing 
shooting, and those who shoot to see how much money they can 
make as well as those whose stomachs are the sole considera¬ 
tion, must be educated op to the Importance of protecting the 
game. 

Laws arc on the statute books of every state, making theft a 
crime, and revere Is the punishment for the offense, but yet we 
llnd sUallng still exlsta. But supposing a lose morality winked 
«t It and termed It acqulsltlvenesa, how safe would be one man’s 
property from another. When we call 11 stealing and designate 
It a crime. He true character Is realised; and whyl Because we 
have been educated up to so regard It. The helnousness of the 
set, and the degradation consequent Is fully realised, and many 
a man Is made honest from the knowledge of the loss of casta 
and the ostracism from society, relatives and friends which must 
follow detection and conviction. And this educat'on up to the 
correct appreciation of the crime has been accomplished by th» 
agitation of morality by the press and the pulpit until a realising 
sense of the enormity of the crime Is Innate, for the thief him¬ 
self Is not Ignorant that be is a criminal, nor does be fall to en 
dcavor to cover up bis crime and avoid detacUon by every means 

possible. .V 

With game which has been regarded as common property by the 
majority, considered as having been from Its wild nature never 
Intended to bo protected, but created to bo killed wherever and 
whenever found. It Is difficult to expect a growth of aenUment 
directly the reverse to spring up like a raoshroom. Early Im¬ 
pressions are lasting, and In a republican government such as 
ours, excessive freedom, properly excessive license, has been 
mistaken to constitute one of the privileges Intended to bo guar¬ 
anteed by the consUtutlon, which accorda equal rights to all men. 
8o far has this Impression become a part of the lex teripla with 
many, that even a trespass law which protacU the land owner Is 
regarded ss an Infringement of that blessed boon of the sovereign 
American clllien which grants him freedom to go wheresoever 
he pleases and do whatsoever be pleases. 

The habits of game Induce them to seek seclusion, and as clv- 
lllzalion advances they recode, with the exception of the quail, 
which It Is an established fact follows clvlllxatlon. The wilder the 
country and the less settled, the more plentiful the game. The 
axe which fella the forest monarchs and the plow which breaks 
the virgin prairie soil are to the game birds and animals the In¬ 
signia of the advance of civilisation and the signal for removm 
from the haunU of men. In proportion to the settlement of the 
country are the laws governing the community lax or strlnj^nt. 
In a sparsely settled territory each man la a legislature to him¬ 
self and frames and pesaas laws to suit himself. Such being the 
case. It la difficult to expeet these ploneers,wbo by common Utage 
have established a law of their own, to accept Immediately a 
statute law. In their eyes an Infringement on their own and 
of their rights, for the benefit of new comers. 

Nothing Is so difficult as an Innovation on time-honored cus¬ 
toms. The right to shoot at any and aU Umes Is no exoepUtm. 
The very quantity of the game to a new country causes It to M 
held In little value. The man who can In an hour within halt a 
mile or a mile of hU home find all the birds he can kill regards 
the Idea of protecting them as so much nonsense and wsate of tbs 
time It has taken to produce the thought. That they can eve r be 
decrease*! la lo him an Impossibility. It la only when he tsta 
the fact itenioMstrated that be real|zrs sueh a result. When bs 
reads of the value of bis loss and be^na lo think of It, tb* fact 


gradually forces Itself on him that a leas profilgste use would have 
been wiser. The reasoning once awakened leads to a oonaldera- 
tlon of the question In all Its phaaas, and be, too, from Interested 
motives. Induced from education on the subject, bsoomas a game 
protector. 

Let os educate the people, for It U the road to snceess. As 
soon as they realise the value of game lo an economic sense, no 
S( 5 on will a healthy sentiment spring op In favor of protecting It, 
which wUl frown down the reckless waste which exterminates 
It, and In no way can this be done but by agitatloo of the ques¬ 
tion. Agitate 1 agitate 1 write 1 and write 1 oo It—the more the 
better, for not a word will be lost; It will fall, more or less, on 
good ground, and once having taken root will bear and reproduce 
a hundred fold. Wo have lo many states laws which meet the 
exegenclos of the occasion, but which are not as rigidly enforced 
as they should be, and would be If there was a public sentiment 
lo bark them up. Legislation, It la true, can be greatly Improved 
00 , but education must not bo forgotteo, for It la oven more es- 
aeuUal. 

We would not be understood as relying solely on writing, as the 
power to control the slaughter of game; on the contrary we are 
In favor of laws, and stringent laws; but wo maintain that band 
In hand go Intelligence and the observance of laws. The more 
Intelligent the community, the better the laws are observed. The 
more thorougbir the commnulty understand the object of the 
Uws In force, the more likely they are to obey and to aasUt In en¬ 
forcing them. 

For those men, oo whom neither precept nor example have In- 
llucoce, we must resort to the strong arm of the law to coerce 
and keep In check. The law, therefore. Is the fulcrum by which 
the intelligent and appreciative game protectors can force obe¬ 
dience from those whose oatnral Impulses lead to violate laws, 
and who can be controlled only by the fear of punishment 

But that the co-operative system proposed by the A’orrsl and 
Stream Is the *’ open sesame ” to the protection of game, or will 
Improve the present condition of alMrs, we are satisfied Is a 
delusion and a snare, as every practical rportsman will agree 
with us In the arguments we shall adduce a^taltt^t It In our next 
Issue. On the contrary, extermination of the game of at least a 
large portion of the country must follow by the opening of the 
season when the birds are yet Immature as certainly as by the 
trapping and snaring during the open season, which Is proposed 
as one of the measures of our cotemporary. 


Rsmembsb a Brothbr. —The bond of friendship among sports¬ 
men Is a mystic tie. It Is not often that they are called on to 
assist a brother sportsman on whom adversity has laid lU cold 
andiron grip; the more so then that the responses In this In¬ 
stance should be llbersl. For those on whom the shadow of 
misfortune has fallen our hearts should be ever ready to respond, 
and each should be willing to give, be the offering ever so small. 
Two weeks or so since we mentioned the unfortunate accident to 
Mr. Jerry Cockrell, of Memphis, In the loss of hU arm while 
shooting. We also then referred to the severe addlUonal 
affliction to Mr. Cockrell which he bad suffered during 
the recent yellow-fever epidemic In Memphis, when he lost bis 
wife and two children. He resides six miles from Memphis, and 
when the accident occurred had to bo taken to the Peabody Ho¬ 
tel, Mempbl^ where he since has been confined, but wo are happy 
to say Is gradually Improving. On a puree depleted by the pros¬ 
tration of business during the late epidemic, and by the expenses 
Incumd by the death of his wife and of his two 
children, his recent misfortune has so drawn as 
to leave him destitute; and It will be some 
Ume before he can bo able to work, and then it wUl take Ume to 
famillarixe his one hand to the labor that was performed by the 
lost hand. Besides, be has a young aon and an aged mother 
solely dependent on him. From our friends In Memphis we have 
learned his position, and It la their desire that we call the atten¬ 
tion of our readers to bis case and request from them assistance 
for him. This we most cheerfully do, for we know Mr. Cockrell, 
and know him to be a most estimable gentleman, and well de¬ 
serving of the thoughtful consideration of his brother sportsmen. 
We trust our appeal will not be In vain, and that' our readers 
will remit to us such amounts as they can afford, which will be 
promptly forwarded to Mr. CockrelL _

plsce the proper value on game, ouch wanton slaughter would not 
be countenanced, as they would fully realise that extermination 
Is an Inevitable ro.-ull of the wholesale slaughter practiced lo 
order to put so many birds on the market. 

"Cannot something be done to stop the ti^rnsl traffic of 
sending your eastern game birds, quails sod prairie chickens, to 
this state. Hero they come In thousands; freaen as hard as 
bricks, and not on* of them w«A a iM in Ifum; all have their necks 
wrung; of course trapped birds, and of course, also, out of sea¬ 
son. It U a rsscally sbame, and I think your shooting clubs and 
game protective societies should stir themselves In this matter. 
We can sU Imagine the results In the course of a few years. Wo 
game lo ehool at, and all through the greed of a few miserable 
devils of trsppois, knowing no law and fearing none. I have 
deemed It my duty to Inform you of this additional wholesale 
violation of eastern and western game laws. I believe most of 
the birds came from Iowa and the bulk from Chieago."

It was early In January, and the ground was covered with a 
mantle of snow to the dtqrth of two or three Inehee. The harbor 
looked bleak, drear and d e se rt ed, Too shallow to be navigable 
exce^athlA Ude, and then only available tor small craft. It was 
just the plMe of all othan to attract wUdfowL Extonstve maraher 
on either aide, Intarseoted by dykes, from which tbs dead fTro 
tops showed through the glistening snow, gave promise ot sBl|>r 
uid teal, to say nothing of a chance at largsr fowl, and an occa 
sknul triMan-out bate. I had just come In altar a long trarnf 
ovar these marehm with four a^ a half ooupla of snipe, a teal, a 
golden aye, and three golden plovar lo the hag, and was approach 
ipg tbslan wln-re I was staying when I aacoontaied a fiaberniA" 
and wlldfowlar of my aoqaalolaoce, whose radiant faee and an 
usually exdlad mannsr betokened that there was “ something up 
We bad baldly aporoachad within apaakliw dlatanes wlwn ■>' 
ballad me with “ Well, snr, good nawa." "What," said I, so®'' 
fowl U Ihs hsiborf" " Better than that, sur.” " Oeass, eh 
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Bl»ekg»«“*” tbu that, ««•.” jroa don't 

mean—’’ “SiraDa, anr, wild awaai; t?e of 'em—two white 'nni 
lod thfoe groT 'one, and thej are all down In 'the Nanowa’feed¬ 
ing and thera'a no one aeen ’em bat me, and you’ll haae Jnat a 
good ohanoe at 'em. I believe I” Hera waa a piece of newa, then; 
aometblog worth going after. Who wouldn’t prick up hla eora 
and Huger hla triggera at the mention of wild awaoal But It waa 
(laat five o’clock, dark, and the tide waa out, and I had had 
nothing to eat all day. The loat oonalderatlon would not have 
weighed heavily had there been any reaoonable proapect of auc- 
(uae by Immediate action; but, on talking It over aa we walked 
horaewarda, we agreed that I he birda were not likely to be dla- 
Uirbed by anyone aloe, that they would be aura to remain all 
night In the harbor; and that, with ao much anow on the banks 
and on the beech, I ahonld stand a better chance of finding 
them by a morning light. It waa, therefore, decided that I should 
be called early the next day, and that the punt should be In 
readiness with the long gun on board, and my large double un¬ 
der the fore peak In ease of neceaalty. 

Was It to be wondered that I could hardly get to sleep that 
night with the prospect of what might be In store for me on the 
morrowf Tired aa I waa after a long day In the marsh, and eager 
to rise fresh and ready for perhans another bard day In the punt. 
It waa some time before I could compose my restless thoughts 
and forget for a while where I was. The crash of a handful of 
shingle against my window at early dawn came sooner than I ez- 
|)ect^. tiastlly opening the window and looking out, I could 
Iwrely distinguish surrounding objecU and the Indistinct form of 
the owner of the long gun, who Informed me that the punt was 
alongside, and that everything was In readiness. As may be 
supposed, I was not long In m^lng my appearance and In find¬ 
ing my way almost In the dark to the harbor aide. The punt lay 
alongside nice and clean, the long gun In Its cover, and a rug 
thrown down for me to lie upon, everything just os It should be. 
As I iboved off Into the darkness, a cherry “ Oood luck, sur," 
gave me encouragement to hope that our withes might be realized, 
anil that on my return the punt would hold another, though de¬ 
funct, passenger. 

As the spot where I expected to find the swans was conslder- 
hly more than a mile away, and I knew all the channels 
pretty well, I decided first to get as warm as I could by exercise, 
and after working down to within a few hundred yards of what I 
knew to be the best feeding-ground for swans, to lay up and wait 
for daylight. 

It was cold work, but a good thick guernsey over a “cardi¬ 
gan" kept mu as warm aa circumstances would permit, while a 
nightshirt over all tended to prevent too great a contrast of color 
hcLwrcn my moving figure and the surrounding white landscape. 

At the punt gllde<l onwards, and the land became loat to view 
a strange sensation of lonellnesa came over me. The darkness, 
ihu stillness, the wide waste of water over which I was journey¬ 
ing, as It seemed vaguely, all contributed to make the situation 
a most exciting one. Occasionally the silence was broken by the 
wciril cry of the curlew, or a quack and a splosh as some fowl 
ilropiNid Into the water ahead of me, and theu all was still again. 

Onward I went, making for a particular point a long way down 
on my right, where the sea wall ran out at a sharp angle Into the 
hsrliur. From this point on a port tack, as a yachtsman would 
say, I could run for about five hundred yards and find myself In 
proximity, I hoped, to the birda. They could hardly have wan¬ 
dered very far from the spot where they had been seen over night 
and might possibly still be roosting on the beech. 

Having reached the spot where I Intended to lay up, I rolled 
myself up In my rug, and, lighting a pipe, lay bead to wind and 
mused till daylight. As soon as I could well see. the telescope 
was pulled out, and I began to look about me. Several little 
hunches of widgeon were on the move, a heron or two, and three 
ducks, at a dlsunce which I could not at first make out, but 
which afterwards proved to be mergansers. The swans were 
nowhere to be seen I 1 waited, moved on a little, and looked 
again. No, they were not on the water, they must be aahore 
somewhere; but HAare It was not easy tossy, or rather to see, 
lor the snow on the beach and on the harbor banks of course ren¬ 
dered It difficult to detect them against so white a background. 
There waa nothing 'or It but to coast along within shot of the 
shore, and keep a sharp lookout ahead. This I proceeded to do 
first using the glass to make sure the coast was clear, and then 
pushing along vigorously but quietly. I had gone down the 
lower side of the harbor, round the bay In the southwest corner, 
and bad proceeded for some distance to the eastward parallel with 
Ihc beach, without seeing anything of the birds I waa In search 
of. I began to feel uneasy, and to suspect that they must have 
Iwen disturbed overnight and had left the harbor; but yet there 
was a chance of their being somewhere about, and there was still 
good stretch of beach to be explored. Cautiously I paddled on 
for another two ur three hundred yards, scanning the snow-clad 
•hlngle ou my right, until I could see Just ahead of me the small 
uninhabited gravelly Island at the mouth of the harbor, whereon 
1 had made many a good shot at passing wildfowl. On this Island 
the tide casta up heaps of seawe^, and by banking some of Ihls 
ap with the aid of a shingle, to keep It steady, a capital screen 
con be made from which one can command the channel, which 
fiows on either aide toward the sea. This Island la a favorite 
'sating place for the fowl at night, and It was not Improbable 
that In the present Instance the swans might have discovered and 
availed themselves of It. Such, Indeed, proved the case, and It 
*as not long before 1 could make out the forma of some of 
them on the side next the sea; they were busily engaged In 
turning over the beape of seawe^ that lay scattered about In all 
directions, and In the bard weather that then prevailed found 
some little difficulty, no doubt.

Holding on him, 
however, with the left barrel, I bad the satisfaction of seeing him 
come down with a broken wing; while the other three took the 
air with loud cries, and wore soon out of shoL They continued, 
however, to circle round for a long time, calling at intervals, and 
wondering no doubt why their companions did not join them. 
One, the grey one, was dead, being shot through the neck. The 
old white one was making off with a waddling gait as fast as bU 
legs could carry blm. It suddenly occurred to me that he was 
making for the channel on the other aide of the island, and bad 
be reached this and gone seaward I could not have followed him 
out of the harbor without a risk of being swamped. Instead of 
pursuing blm, therefore, from where 1 was, I palled away and 
went down channel with the tide, got round, and came up on 
the other side of the Island, beading him back toward the centre 
of It, and then, running ashore and pulling the punt Up, gave 
chase on foot. Although a stern chase, this time It was not a 
long one, for swans are not formed for rapid movement on the 
ground, and he was soon overhauled. But the dlfflculty was to 
know how to kill him.' In the excitement of the moment, I had 
forgotten my gun, and, seizing the uninjured wing, which Happed 
h^uy vigorously, I found myself the next moment sprawling on 
the shingle.

Never shall I 
forget that struggle! How we tumbled about on the beach, 
making the shingle fiy In all directions, until from being be¬ 
numbed with cold, I almost perspired with the exertion. He 
positively declined to have bis neck broken, and a task It was In¬ 
deed to break It But at length be succumbed, and as his lifeless 
form lay streicbed before me on the beach I was reminded of that 
scene so vividly painted by “ Christopher North" In hla descrip¬ 
tion of the death of a wild swan upon a Highland loch. “ To 
have shot such a creature—ao large, eo white, so high soaring, 
and on the winds of midnight wafted from so far—a creature that 
seemed not merely a stranger In that water, but belonging to some 
mysteiious land In perhaps another blmlspbere; to have shot such 
a creature was an era In my Imagination, from which, had nature 
been more prodigal, I might have sprung up a poet. I trembled 
with a sort of fear to behold blm lying Indeed dead on the sward. 
The cold waste of water In the grey morning light, the mighty 
foreign bird whose plumage I had hardly ever hoped to touch but 
In a dream, lying like the gbost of something that ought not to 
have been destroyed. The scene was altogether such as made 
the heart quake and almost repent of having killed a creature so 
surpassingly beautiful." But that was a fleeting fancy. Sit¬ 
ting upon a heap of seaweed, with a swan on either aide of me, I 
smoked and mused until the tide turned, when, sculling home¬ 
ward on the flood, I reached the inn at breakfast time, with a 
feeling of triumph that can be better Imagined than described.—

Editoh Chiusuo Fikld:—K eferringto the question of “binoc 
ular shooting’’ agitated lu your columns, I see “ Field" wishes 
to know “ how the English sportamen generally shoot, whether 
they shoot with one or both eyes open," etc., etc. As a s^iorts- 
luan of twenty years standing, and as shooting on an average 
from Aug. IStb to March every year, and meeting In the field 
sportsmen, as distinguished from mere pigeon trap shooters, my 
experience will be of more value than that of Bogardui or any 
foreigner, who necessarily has but a limited opportunity, and con¬ 
fined to certain classes. 

British sportsmen as a rule take aim down close along the lib 
of the gun, and shoot with straight stocks That they shoot 
with much straigbter stocks than the Americans I have proved, 
because I bold my own head higher In taking aim than anyone 
of the many with whom I have shot, and I find it necessary to 
have a stock to bent aa to be useleas to my friends. I have guns 
mode br a number of makers and Invariably find that my bend 
Is what Is termed “ the American bend” by gun makers, being 
the bend that they have found by experience to suit the American 
market. When 1 order a new gun stock now I Invariably order 
It to be of “the American bend." English shooters ss a rule 
keep both eyes open when shooting, and shoot very quick. In 
conclusion I may say that the general opinion here Is that If 
Biigardas bad shot under tbe same conditions as our shooters, 
and used the light, small bores we use, and small charge. In¬ 
stead of tbe huge cannon, and charge fit to smother a fio^ of 
wild geese, he would have felt hla wins to be of more value than 
they at present are. It has always been a subject of surprise 
with us that you are so addicted to the use of big, heavy, and 
large bore guns, for game shooting (I do not now allude to trap 
shooting). Putting your professional market shooters on one 
slde,oar country gentlemen shoot a great deal more than you do, 
as they are not limited to two, three, or four weeks In tbe year, 
snatched from tbe desk, but can and do shoot for seven or eight 
months In tbe year at game, and tbe remainder If they wish at 
pigeons trap shooting, and yet such guns as your average shooter 
delights to carry are unknown. Ton might go from I^nds End 
to John O’Oroatsand never meet amongst tbe mUllone of shooters 
one with a gun heavier than lbs., or of a bigger bora than 
13. A few, very few larger bone you might chance to find, but 
they are kspt solely for duck shooting. Tour game birds He bet¬ 
ter then ours ss Capt Henry and others can testify, therefore If 
anything we would seem to require bigger and heavier gone even 
than you; but It Is not so, and we find our account In lightness, 
and consequently quickly “ ntting on’’ our birds, for with our 
light lying birds a loiu of a few seconds, or even one second. 
In time meant ten yards In tbe dlstauee. I tee Edislo, advising 
what be calls t light gun, and Inalanoes one by Nichols it, Lefever, 
but O, ye Oods, It Is H lbs. Well, “ where Ignorance Is bHss, 
etc. Tolley could meke him a ten-bore for that weight. Our 
makers eall evee lbs. heavy for a 18-hora; the avtrage weight 
It shout seven pounds, and what we should call a ‘Might IS" 
would be nearer six pounds than seven pounds I taw two btsu- 
tifnl Ifi-borte latelv, by Purdey, six pounds and eight ounces 
each. It It the maslerpirce of a good London maker to turn nut 
a gun light and handy. Birmingham guns are as a rule heavier, 
and nearer seven pounds than six pounds, but any gun 13-bore 
turning the toale at Tf would be called heavy rather than Ught, 
and Si lbs. Is of eourae monstrous. It must he m you would say, 

“ aye opening,’’ to see a man equipped with ten pounds of wnM 


and Iron In the shape of a 10-bore, starting for tbe Immediate 
annUiUatlon of atlny quail or snipe. To one of my way of think¬ 
ing It would not be a 10-bore, but teu tbousaod bores to be 
encumbered with such a tool, and I should toon ask myself was 
“tbe game worth the candle." 

I see you have Inaerted several articles by Leatberhead, of BelPt 
Uf*. This Is O. Lowe, tbe paid secretary of the Kennel Club. 
Such stuff as those articles anyoue could produce by tbe yard 
at to much per yard, and as tbe money be gets for them Is of 
some consequence to him. no one would find fault with him for 
flUlngas much paper ss be can, besides hU theories do no harm on 
tbit side of the water, for obvious reasons. I can well remember 
bis first appearance at field trials, and how surprised he was at 
the varieties of breeds, etc., and at the many things which were 
not contained In his “ phUosophy.’’ The last few years be has 
picked up a sort of dog talk (which like picture talk and wine 
talk, Is readily acquired) which serves blm In gpod stead for his 
paid articles. They are perfectly harmless, as I before said, be¬ 
cause those on this side who really are breeders have gained that 
poeitloo by being able to think for themselves, and on your side 
they will do no harm, simply because they are such a farrago of 
stuff that I defy anyone to understand them; and as for inMUuc- 
UoH in breeding, you might as well read Arabian Nights. I will 
not stop and point out the absurdlUea, but wlU merely say that 
he states himself frequently (and seems to gloiy in It) that he 
makes ’’ a deep study’’ of tbe different theories of crossing which 
he mentions, and puts them in practice, and yet be has never 
bred a sfngla oMtrated or ninnittg dog. These are facts, ss anyone 
can prove by consulting tbe records. So if all theeoltheorles and 
this “deep study" has not assisted himself In the sH^test to cope 
with those to whom he preaumes to give advice, of what service 
will they bo to those who follow them I The fact is, there are 
two classes In all purtulls In life, the ones who know a great deal 
and who talk little; tbe others who know little and who make up 
for It by talking a very great deal. I need not say to which class 
Leatherhead belongs. 

I see from time to time In your paper reports of meetings of 
■porUmen’s clubs, and a general effort appears to be put forth 
throughout America to have more stringent laws and measures 
for saving the fast disappearing game, both fur and feather, and 
yet although you appear to have laws for the purpose I am sorry 
to see such general complaint that game Is unfairly treated. 

As a “ Britisher" I feel considerable diffidence In criticising 
your doings across “ tbe herring pond," as I feel I may unlnten 
tlonally be unjust In proportion as I may not be fully posted up 
In these American matters, but perhaps It may be tbe more Inter¬ 
esting to learn how things appear from this sUndpoInt, and 
“lookera-on see sometimes more of tbe game." 

It has appeared to me over and over again that your failure, 
practically, Is In not haring game keepm. You have laws plenty, 
but you have no game keepers Very likely I am wrong, ss I 
fancy your sportsmen live In towns and there Is no country gen¬ 
tlemen class, only farmers. I can but state what appears to me 
tbe cause of your loss. 

Now If laws alone would preserve game we ought to be safe 
over here for we have strict enough laws, but If any American 
supposes that owing to our game laws wc do not require keepers, 
but that without them every acre has Its complement of game, ho 
Is much mistaken. I know many districts where there are no 
gamekeepers, being estates belonging to those who do not care 
for sport. As there are no keepers the game has been killed long 
sgu by everyone and anyone, and now a game bird on tbe land 
would Indeed be a curiosity. Not only Is there no game where 
there are no keepers, but even where there are keepers the stock 
Is In exact proportion to the vigllence, or otherwise of tbe keep¬ 
ers. Game can be kept with keepers and without laws, but I do 
not see bow game Is to be kept with laws and without keepers. 
Laws are not “ live things,” they will not of themselves work 
their will; laws without some one to apprehend the law breakers 
are a dead letter. 

It will nut do to make the police Into gamekeepers, fur game- 
keeping takes tbe whole of a man's time, and a good man’s time, 
tou,and If the police have tosctasgamekeeiwrs either their game- 
keeping or their other duties will go to the wall. To do the thing 
successfully you will have to do as wc do, either own or rent tracts 
of land, and place properly authorized gamekeepers upon them, 
and your game will come back to you tenfold. At present the 
game teems fast disappearing, and It is anybody’s {L t. nobody’s) 
business to stop a poacher. 

I saw a picture In your paper of a dog called Grouse. Itjs the 
third boat executed picture of a dog that 1 have seen In your 
columns. It gives a good Idea of the lumbering frame and gen¬ 
eral heavluesa of tbe black and Uns. Tbe best dog picture was 
thatbf my old Countess, published In your paper about two years 
ago. That was exactly like her In every respect. By tbe way, 
that picture does not represent her on a point, but simply walking 
In her usutl way, her point was something mneb more striking. 
Tbe second best picture Is that of Belton, which appears in tbe 
advertisement sheet of tbe tame copy that contains the likeness 
of Grouse. Poor Vesta, what sin has she committed that she 
should be caricatured] 1 will say no more, in/andum r^lna 
jrtm Ttnurart dolorm. Albunteaf, Belton, and Grouse are very 
good, but poor Vesta. I bred her, but 1 should never know her 
by that picture.

Editor or the Chicaoo Field:- I have Intend^ to report to 
you toe recent ecu of the Legleleture of Nebraska resprcUng 
game end fish. The uew act for the protecUon of game will go 
fnto effect the first of June.

How TO Load Caoxa Bohes.— San Antonio, Texaa. — Editor 
Chicago Eitld.' —F. H. E. dealres to know how to load choke borea 
with buckahot Flrat, get ahot that will chamber In muzzle of 
gun. For a twelve-gauge use two and one-half drachma of coarae 
powder, two pink-edge wada. Chamber by focua In ahella', one 
wad over ahot, and crimp. Some gone require aixteen ahot, otbera 
twelve. For ten-gauge, three drachma powder, aixteen or twenty 
ahot. The proper number.can only be obtained by targeting; get 
your gun to cover a apace at aeventy-llve yarda that a turkey could 
not eacape, aay four foot drcle. By no meana be aatlefl^ with 
aixteen abot and two and a half drachma of powder, or any otber 
charge; guna are not all alike, and never will be; many a good 
gun la condemned becanae the owner will not take the trouble to 
target It. Becauae Bogardua uaea four drachma of powder It’ano 
reaaon why you ahould; and If “Almo” uaee three and a half, and 
one ounce of No. 7 abut for quail, do not follow him; he got hla 
load by teeting at the target, both for pattern and penetration. 
You muat do the aanie to obtain aucceaa. Almo.
